A National Meeting to Be Held 
in Washington City

Wabhinoton, Sept. 10.— The failure 
of the Italian government to accept the 
inTitation of the United Statea to parti- 
cipate in tho world's fair, CMisod pvomi- 
nont ItaHaa dtlMiii In this coontry 
•ome time ago to urge Italy to chatiire 
ita deciaion. No answer was made to 
the request. 

At a meeting held hero yesterday ol 
the Italo- American committee on pro- 
motion of the world s Columbian exposi- 
tion, a body creatftd at the mwliiif' 
which tirged a»;:ceptance of the invita- 
tion, the president, Dr. Verdi, rcjwrted 
that the previous resolutions had been 
followe<l through the proper diplomatic 
channel to the Italian governnit-nt, and 
thotigh eight weeks have elapsed no ofli- 
cial answer has been received, and th;il 
under the circumstances lie wonM sul;- 
gost that a general meeting be licM in 
Washington at which the Italo- Anjeri- 
cans of the United states should l>e rep- 
resented U) jfive expression to the necos- 
aity of having the Italian government 
participate in the great exposition. 

Mr. Caracristi, the secretary of tha 
committee, agreed to the ntces-sity of 
■nch an appeal coming from l,.')O6.i)U0 
Italo-Americans in the United .States. 
There were differenceo, he said, between 
the two governments, for which the 
people as a whole of neither coontry are 
responsible: therefore, he said, the gov- 
ernment of Italy gboold oToroonis sMisi' 
tiveness when ooofrontsd iHth m Itlk- 
tional duty. 

UProfeesor Francis R. FaTa, Jr., the 
vice president, said that the feeling of 
friendship between the two people had 
never more than now been cemented in 
closer bonda of motnal sympathy and 
approciation. and that it woiild be only 
the fnlfillment of a donbly patriotic ob- 
ligation for the Italo-Americans to lUgS 
by concertcnl action the Italian g of SM - 
ment to be officially represented.

Or, if he buys a protects 1 American pro- 
duct he is obliged to pay u boimty-en- 
hanced prioe, or else protection fails to 
protect.

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An Investigation Doesn t Pan Out 

The Inveatigation of that alleged im- 

niense Edwards estate doesn't seem to 
pan out very well for the many people 
who expect a slice of the fortune one 

of these days. Several Mason County 
citizens are among those interested. 

"It will be remembered," says the 
Courier-.Tournal, "that the hopes of many 
real or supposed heirs of Robert Ed- 
wards to inherit large sums from him are 
based upon the allegation that about one 
hundred years ago he leased an exten- 
sive tract of land, forming a larire i>art of 
the site of New York city, and that, the 
lease having recently expired, the land 
with its improveiiKMits reverts to the 
heirs of the lessor. The quantity and 
value of the land, as well as its precise 
location, are varifnisly stated, sonte an- 
thorities putting the value as high as four 
hundred millions of dollars, while others 
give more conservative estimates. 

"The supposed heirs to this va.st estate 
have held many meetings for conference. 
Unfortunately they have confined their 
efforts largely to trying to convince one 
another that they are tlie geuuine heirs 
of the genuine Robert Edwards, in tlie 
mean time neglecting to inqtiire whether 
there cvci \\;ts ;i <:cnuine i;<ibert I'dwards, 
such as has been described, and whether 
he-had any graulne estate, or made any 

genuine lease of it to anybody. A lawyer 
who was consulted by some of them last 
spring suggested that these important 
questions ought not to be forever preter- 
mitted, and his counsel had so much good 
sense in it that a portion of the heirs acted 
upon it. Some of them, in Connecticut, 
employed Mr. Dailey, of New Haven, 
while others, residing in Ohio, secured 
the services of Mr. McNeil of that State. 
The result of these investigations is thus 
given in the New Haven Palladium :
